Then Waybright same often and usually alone and 
as I do with all writing in the field, gave him full access. 

When Adams phoned me several years ago I then had no specific recollection of any 
statement Waybright had made to me about his uses of the computer system for Livingstone. 
When l mentioned this to Lil she reminded me of occasions on which he liad told us£ that 
he was using the police computer networks for Livingstone and even offered to do that 
for U3 , to her. 

I told Adani3 he should speak to her, told him he is u^l/Qcome to ecess to all my 
records that could be voluminous, depending on how much ho would want to examine, he 



be relevant. He did not give me an address in the event I thought of any he might 
want to see. 

While I have no personal knowledge of it I belicjve tho improper use of the computer 
systems is strictly prohibited and may be illegal. If it were known it might makes some 
problems for the Baltimore police. 

What was stolen from me of which 1 know wit[^ a single exception was of interest 
to the sdcond of the two writers for* whom Waybright works and nobody else working in 
my files ever had interest in those matters. The one exception that comes to mind is 
what Waybright could havo stolen for himself because it can have considerable value 
if he can make tho right connection for it. It was some tiling he would have learned about 
only by prowling in our basement, which he had many lengthy bpportfifriitiu: to ah do when 
ostensibly researching for Livingstone. Use of the stairs to our basment, wlalo all 
the records I got by all those FOIA lawsuits and most of my own records are, is dangers 
ous for both ^il and mo. It has been for me for years and* when ..ay bright was there I was 
then rarely going down. I almost never do now. 

I have masked the name of the man in internal affairs who 1 know well because I do 
not want to involve him if that can be avoided.

If you get tliis it will be because the police refuse tod do anything to right the 
wrongs done by one of them, by them also, and in nit recovering my stolen property fo± 
me. I tliinlc that in the normal course of police aSFiiai they could get the LA. police to 
do that when the case against Lifton is worse thaih merely accepting stolen property.
